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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 74-80 and 82-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Renn et al. 

Claim 74 as amended 9/18/02 specifies the surface may be smooth or texture. 
Renh et al. teach an assay device having a smooth surface with a plurality of capture 
zones (see column 7 line 64). 

Claims 74-80,82 and 85-91 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Grenner.

Claims 85-91 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Watts et al.

Claims 81 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The cited prior art fails to teach or anticipated the combination of a device 
having a plurality of discrete capture zones directed at different analytes in combination 
with a textured surface having one or more particles entrapped within depressions 
and/or between protrusion on the textured surface. 



Applicant's arguments filed 9/10/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants amendments have obviated the 35 USC 112 issues. 

Applicants stated the instant invention is directed to a plurality of different target 
ligand sites and the art of record does not teach this concept. The Office agrees and 
has vacated the rejections of claim incorporating such limitations (e.g. claims 74-84) in 
favor of Renn et al. who teaches a device with a plurality of capture zones. 

Applicants declaration was convincing in swearing behind the 2/18/92 filing date 
of Sutton et al. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
